I THE DAY OF THE SAILING SHIP the amount of cargo carried on each voyage 


of goods were loaded into and discharged from a vessel’s holds by her crew, 


using blocks and tackles suspended from the yards. 


As the size, speed and cost 


of ocean going vessels increased with the advent of steam, the cargo carrying space 


increased proportionately. 
sion obviated the necessity of carrying a 
large deck cargo. To fill the need of man- 
power to handle his cago, the ship’s Master 
took to hiring roustabouts ashore. These 
men were the forerunners of the modern 
longshoremen. 

It was not long before some enterprising 
individual saw an opportunity and organized 
the first stevedoring company, offering to 
relieve the ship’s Master of his worries 
concerning the procurement of labor and 
the details of handling the cargo. As time 
went on, others entered the field and ob- 
tained a few hand trucks in order to gain 
an advantage over their established com- 
petitor, and thus began a race to provide 
faster, cheaper and more efficient service, 
which contest continues today. 

The modern stevedoring company bears 
scant resemblance to its early forerunner. 
The move to relieve the Master and owner 
of the details of cargo handling has pro- 
gressed to its logical culmination. The 
stevedoring contractor has now become a 
steamship terminal operator. In many in- 
stances the contractor owns or leases pier 
facilities in his own name. He offers a 
berth for the vessel while in port and men 
to handle her lines when docking and un- 
docking. He offers a shed for the cargo 
with watchmen to protect it. He offers 
the services of checkers and clerks to tally 
and receive or deliver the cargo. He offers 
space for the owner’s representative to 
use as an office and the use of lights and 
telephones. He offers these and many other 
facilities and services and does so for a 
specified rate per ton of cargo handled. 

The modern contracting stevedore is no 


At the same time, the change in the means of propul- 


longer livi ing solely by his wits as did his 
progenitor. He has a substantial invest- 
ment in quipment of all types, with par- 
ticular emphasis on mechanical devices. 
As an example, let me cite the cost of ob- 
taining a sufficient number of fork lift 
trucks or “chisels” as they are frequently 
known, to handle palletized cargo for five 
gangs on one vessel. A new fork lift truck 
costs from $5,000 to $8,500. If we multiply 
the average cost by a conservative esti- 
mated requirement of eight trucks per 
vessel, we find the minimum cost to be in 
excess of $50,000 or $10,000 per gang, a 
fair sum in any business. When you con- 
sider that a firm operating extensively in 
several ports must be prepared to work 
many vessels simultaneously, you will be- 
gin to appreciate the size of the capital 
investment necessary to provide fork lift 
trucks alone. Companies such as ours, for 
example, must have three to four hundred 
pieces of mechanical equipment, including 
fork lift trucks, tractors and cranes, rep- 
resenting a capital investment of in excess 
of two million dollars. 

When the first contracting stevedore 
launched himself in business, he paid each 
man in cash at the end of the day’s work. 
No records were kept and none were 
needed. With the enactment of various 
state and federal legislation this situation 
changed drastically. The Fair Labor 
Standards Act of 1938, more popularly 
known as the Wage and Hour Law, and 
the withholding provisions of various State 
and Federal Income Tax, Unemployment 
and Social Security Statutes have made 
the keeping of elaborate records not only

she longshoremen are now paid weekly, 
by paper check in many places. The net 
amount of his wage is arrived at after 
numerous deductions and calculations fre- 
quently accomplished with the aid of IBM 
lacninery, which, while an economy it- 
seit, is nevertheless a considerable item of 
expense—unknown in the early days of the 
industry. 

Another important factor in the every- 
day business of the modern stevedore con- 
tractor is that of insurance. A firm at- 
tempting to operate without adequate in- 
surance coverage in the day of huge judg- 
ments is flirting with corporate suicide. 
Public liability, property damage and as- 
sumed liability coverages are indispen- 
sable. In addition to these we have the 
humane, but often oppressive and abused 
workmen’s compensation statutes which, 
by denying to the employer the ordinary 
defense of contributory negligence on the 
part of an employee thereby makes the 
incidence of the employer’s liability so 
much greater. The expense of insurance 
protection against claims arising under 
these statutes alone accounts for as high 
as 20% of the entire gross payroll. 

Interrelated with the problem of pro- 
viding adequate insurance coverage—but 
of even more basic importance—is the 
difficulty of the modern stevedore in de- 
termining his rights and obligations and 
the complex economic factor in the po- 
litical world we face today. “Unfair labor 
practice,” “Discrimination,” “Mandatory 
Injunction,” and other such terms are 
unfamiliar ones to the average layman. 
He has, at best, a rather nebulous idea 
as to their import. In actual practice, 
however, these terms have precise legal 
meanings which, if left undiscovered, can 
lead to the downfall of the most astute 
businessman. In recent years, the steve- 
dore contractor has learned that these 
terms are essential to his working vo- 
cabulary. He has learned also that an 
able lawyer’s advice can be his most price- 
less asset in the task of guiding his firm’s 
activities. 

It is no secret that labor problems con- 
sume a large portion of the time and 
energy of top management in every in- 
dustry. The stevedoring industry is cer- 
tainly no exception to this rule. In fact,

that the employment of labor and the 
various difficulties which constantly arise 
in connection therewith shall be a greater 
factor in the stevedoring industry than in 
almost any other. We have come a long 
way since the day of the sailing ship, but 
the stevedore contractor’s main useful- 
ness still lies in his ability to supply labor, 
qualified labor, supervised by a competent 
staff, when and where he is requested by 
his clients to do so. 

We are a service industry and, as such, 
we have nothing when we do not have 
labor. A _ strike, or other temporary tie- 
ups puts us out of business instantly. We 
cannot build up a backlog as do those in 
the manufacturing processing or extrac- 
tion industries. Our labor is hired daily, 
not for a week or a month or a year, but 
for a few hours. We may have a man on 
our payroll each working day for several 
months, but at no time could he be 
termed a “steady employee.” The very 
uncertaintv as to employment gives rise 
to dissatisfaction on the part of the labor 
with resulting difficulties. The very fact 
that the worker in many instances cannot 
identify himself with any particular com- 
nanv eliminates the factor of personal 
lovaltv which is so important and bene- 
ficial in most industries. The emvloyer- 
emplovee relationship is constantly a

strained one. It is well nigh to impossible 
for an employer to give a longshoreman 
the usual reward incentive for better work. 
These and other numerous factors all 
militate against a harmonious labor situa- 
tion in the stevedcring industry. 

Every steamship man, at one time in his 
career, decides that he can save money for 
his firm by doing the stevedoring through 
a subsidiary. Ideally, this may be true. 
In actual practice, however, it definitely 
is not true. One item is that we save the 
steamship companies the necessity of mak- 
ing huge capital expenditures for equip- 
ment. We save them also the cost of main- 
taining large pier staffs between vessels. 
All too often the cost accounting of sub- 
sidiary firms of steamship companies do 
not take into account the expense of office 
space, property damage claims, and even 
the salaries of executives who would not 
be necessary if the work were performed 
by an independent contractor. 

In addition to a cost saving per ton of 
cargo, the independent contractor is in a 
position to provide further savings through 
more efficient cargo handling with conse- 
quent faster turnaround. When a vessel 
costs in excess of $2,000 per day this fac- 
tor can often outweigh all other considera- 
tions. 

I have attempted to list the factors 
which tend to make the business of the 
modern contracting stevedore so complex 
and difficult. On the other hand, however, 
it can easily be seen that the existence of 
these problems provides the most essential 
reason for our existence as an industry. 

The average steamship executive is en- 
gaged in a challenging and often desperate 
competitive effort, especially at this time 
of few cargoes and many ships. In or‘der 
to make a profit, he must concentrate his 
attentien on the efficient operation of his 
vessels, on the energetic solicitation of 
freight, and on other equally important 
activities. He is usually a busy man who 
-annot afford to be harassed by the every- 
day problems of labor relations, particu- 
larly so in the light of the turbulent water- 
front labor situation. This is one of the 
best selling points of the contracting 
stevedore. He forms a buffer between the 
ship owner and the union delegate. Any 
steamship man who has done his own 
stevedoring will tell you what an invalu- 
able service this can be at times. 

A few months ago, my firm received sev- 
eral requests from importers for compre- 
hensive information concerning the han- 
dling of cement at a number of East Coast 
ports. When the required data was as- 
sembled, I was impressed with the variety 
of directions listed under the heading of 
“Terminal Facilities.” The prospective im- 


porter was instructed to contact railroad

DOCKET 765—INVESTIGATION OF FORWARDER PRACTICES 

As previously advised, the Federal Maritime Board is undertaking, in this Docket, an 
investigation to determine what, if any, further regulation of forwarders may be required. 

The CBFAA, through its Washington Committee, has been busily concerned with this 
Docket, and as a result of the efforts of this Committee, we at the present time believe 
that formal proceedings in this Locket may be tremendously limited, or even possibly 
uvoided. From the report of our Washington Committee, we learn that it definitely is 
the intention to limit this Docket to an investigatory action, and it is not intended at all 
that this Docket should result in any punitive action by the Federal Maritime Board. 

We further learn that it is the intention of the Federal Maritime Board to send to 
exch respondent forwarder a questionnaire with regard to forwarder practices, and as 
soon as such questionnaire is finally promulgated, your Association as usual will make 
“a survey of representative forwarders, in order to advise its membership of what are 
generally the various practices of forwarders referred to in the questionnaire. 

Of course, as usual, the information given in such a Bulletin will be general only, 
und circumstances in individual cases may be quite different. 

Since, according to our By-Laws and Code of Ethics, it is a cardinal principle of this 
\ssociation to cooperate with all Government agencies, it is our intention now, as always, 
to extend to the Board full cooperation in the formulating and promulgation of all 
reasonable regulations pertaining to freight forwarders. Although it is too much to expect 
that full agreement will be reached between the Federal Maritime Board and your 
Association on every regulation which they may intend to put into effect, we never-

theless feel that through this cooperative action, the final areas of dispute may be limited 
to a comparatively few issues, whic h may have to go to a hearing, although we still 
trust that even disputed issues may be settled without incurring the time and expense 
of a long, drawn-out formal hearing. 


FOREIGN FREIGHT FORWARDERS REVISED LIST 
NEW FORWARDER 


The fourth revised list of independent foreign freight forwarders registered with 
the Federal Maritime Board under General Order No, 72 and issued by the Customs Brokers 
and Forwarders Association of America, Inc., will be in even greater demand this year 
than ever before, predicted Martin A. Kerner, president of the Association. Now pub- 
lished for the fifth consecutive time, the list has, from the first, established its value and 
importance to the industry. In its current revision, the new list contains many additions, 
changes and deletions, answering the many requests made for accurate, up-to-date 
information of this sort. 

As Mr. Kerner pointed out, under General Order No. 72, the definition of a freight 
forwarder is all-inclusive. It lumps together the independent freight forwarders, common 
carriers, manufacturers, exporters, export traders, manufacturer's agents, resident buyers, 
commission merchants, and all others who, for a consideration, perform freight forward- 
ing activities. Practically everyone, therefore, who in any manner does forwarding, is reg- 
istered under General Order No. 72 and has received a number. This includes many who 
are interested in merchandise and are manufacturers, common carriers, importers and 
exporters, and even clerks and stenographers. When the Federal Maritime Board issues 
its official registration list, it, of necessity, contains the names of all registered firms 
regardless of whether they are independent forwarders or not, thereby creating a danger 
in that the unwary exporter may well select a competitor to be his forwarder. 

The CBFAA is continuing its efforts to present to the foreign traders a clear picture 
of the difference between the independent and the other forwarders by confining its list 
to registered independent foreign freight forwarders. The Federal Maritime Board has 
not yet made this distinction. In this, its latest revision, the list contains over 1,40 
firm names and individuals, addresses and registration numbers. All of the United States 
is covered. 

The list (published in the November issue of this publication) is of particular value 
to steamship ope rators and exporters, and it is available without charge upon written 
request to the Customs Brokers and Forwarders Association of America, Inc., 10 Bridge 
Street, New York 4, N. Y.

DEVALUATION OF THE 
CHILEAN PESO 


On November 10th the Chilean Govern- 
ment anounced a change in the official par- 
ity of the Chilean peso from 110 pesos per 
dollar to 200 to the dollar for purchases 
from the dollar area. Certain imports, how- 
ever, including sugar, gasoline, wheat and 
shoe leather will continue to be purchased 
at the former exchange rate of 110. 

This devaluation, while not coming as any 
surprise, indicates an effort on the part of 
the Chilean Government to solve the coun- 
try’s financial difficulties and stabilize the 
peso at a rate nearer the free market value 
of around 300. It is well known that a mis- 
sion from the International Monetary Fund 
has recently visited Santiago and undoubt- 
edly has made recommendations designed 
to simplify Chile’s exchange rate system 
and correct the inflation spiral. 

It is understood that Chile has approached 
the Export-Import Bank for a fifty million 
dollar loan to assist in balancing its for- 
eign exchange deficit.

representatives, private firms, port author- 
ities and various departments of govern- 
ment, municipal, state and even federal. 
Each of these control one or more piers 
or other terminal facilities in one or more 
ports. Each has its own terms and con- 
ditions as to wharfage, free time, carload- 
ing, truck loading, etc. In very few cases 
these are represented to the world in a 
readily available, hard and fast published 
tariff. In others, they are arrived at 
through personal negotiation. In_ still 
other cases, the terms and conditions are 
subject to an unwritten local “common 
law” which is known only to the initiate, 
and which is extremely difficult for the 
average import broker to fathom. 

In discussing the availability of terminal 
facilities, I feel obliged to contrast the 
confusion already cited with the compara- 
tive simplicity of the Canadian System. 
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In some of the larger ports of Canada 
such as Montreal, all facilities are gov- 
erned by the National Harbours Board. 
In Toronto, the piers are run by a quasi 
Federal Municipal group known as the 
Toronto Harbour Commissioners. In each 
case, however, virtually all the facilities 
are controlled by one body. A prospective 
shipper can readily ascertain the avail- 
ability of space and its entire cost by con- 
tacting one individual in each port. In 
fact, the terms are contained in published 
schedules which can easily be obtained. 

As terminal operators, we also make a 
very substantial contribution to the steam- 
ship industry’s development of traffic. We 
quote our principals a flat rate per ton 
to include all services from and to the hold 
of the vessel and the delivery or receipt of 
freight. We are limited, however, first, by 
the financial resources at our disposition 
with which to purchase piers—and sec- 
ondly, by the reluctance of some port au- 
thorities to lease to terminal operators. 

We, as terminal operators, can materi- 
ally aid in the increased flow of traffic 
through a given facility. By efficient man- 
agement and resulting low stevedoring and 
terminal operating costs, we attract addi- 
tional companies to a port. Steamship 
operators who could not lease an entire 
pier find that the use of our facilities pro- 
vides the economic terminal necessary for 
the conduct of their limited business. It 
is academic that the more efficient the fa- 
cility and operation, the greater the vol- 
ume of traffic that can be moved over a 
given pier. 

IT have shown how the modern stevedore 
is vitally affected by the changes going 
on around him. Not the least of these 
changes is in the design of terminals now 
being constructed. I ask the authorities 
to consult with the contracting stevedores 
wherever and whenever they plan addi- 
tions or alterations to port facilities. We 
are the people who will operate the ma- 
jority of such terminals. We have a crucial 
interest in any of these projects. We stand 
ready to offer the benefit of our cumulative 
experience in terminal operation. 

Our stevedoring industry in the Easi 
has recently suffered from adverse pub- 
licity. As a service corporation we over-

Parcels not complying there- 
with may be returned to origin, confiscated or charged with double duty in accordance 
with East German customs regulations. 


OVERSIZE POST CARDS, INTERNATIONAL MAIL—Maximum dimensions for post 
cards in the international mails, surface or air, are 6 by 4% inches. Post cards which 
exceed these dimensions, except those qualifying as printed matter, are subject to the 
letter rate of postage. Oversize post cards prepaid at post card rates (surface or air) 
will be returned to the sender, if known, for additional postage at the appropriate letter

\ broader, more efficient business reporting service for world traders will be inaugu 
rated shortly by the Bureau of Foreign Commerce, the U. S. Department of Commerce 
LEC will issue basic business, economic, and statistical reports on foreign countries in 
a new publication series—to be called the “World Trade Information Service.” 

To meet the varying needs of world traders—whose interests range from investment 
or economic developments abroad to practical data on doing business in a particular 
foreign country—BFC will issue the reports in four convenient “packages”: Economic 
Reports, Operations Reports, Statistical Reports, and Utilities abroad. 

The new World Trade Information Service will replace the World Trade Series and 
the International Trade Statistics Series which BFC has been issuing as part of the 
usiness Information Service. 


CAPT. W. C. FORD NAMED DEPUTY MARITIME ADMINISTRATOR 

Designation of Captain Walter C. Ford, USN, as Deputy Maritime Administrator, 
Maritime Administration, U. S. Department of Commerce, was announced recently. 

The position of Deputy Maritime Administrator was established in May of 1950 
when adoption of Reorganization Plan No. 21 abolished the former U. S. Maritime Com- 
mission and created the Maritime Administration as a primary unit of the Department 
of Commerce. 

The Deputy Maritime Administrator performs major administrative duties prescribed 
by the Maritime Administrator serving as his principal executive aide, and as the Acting 
Maritime Administrator during absences or disabilities of the Maritime Administrator. 


CHASE TO SET UP FINANCE FIRM FOR EXPORTERS 

Plans to organize a multi-million dollar corporation to meet the needs of U. S. indus 
tries for medium-term credit in financing export trade were announced recently by the 
Chase National Bank of New York. ¢ :

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
exports of domestic and foreign merchandise dropped from $1,154.0 million in August 
to $1,108.3 million in September, or to a level about 12% below. the September, 1953. 
total of $1,256.2 millhon, 16% below the 1953 monthly average of $1,314.2 million, and 
13% below the average of $1,267.6 million for the first eight months of 1954 Meanwhile. 
general imports decreased from $824.5 to $780.7 million, a level approximately 16% below 
the September, 1953, total of $925.7 million, 14% below the 1953 monthly average, and 
9% below the average of $860.3 million for the first eight months of 1954. M.S.P. (military) 
exports decreased from $200.4 to $156.8 million from August to September, or to a level 
about 23% below the September, 1953, total of $204.6 million, 46% below the 1953 monthly 
average of $292.6 million, and 31% below the average of $227.0 million for the first eight 
months of 1954. 


During the first three quarters of 1954, eaports, including M.S.P. (military) shipments 
were valued at $11,249.5 million, or approximately 6% below the comparable 1953 third 
quarter cumulative total of $11,917.7 million. M.S.P. (military) exports amounted to 
$1,972.7 million during the first three quarters of 1954, totaling $872.9 million less than 
shipments valued at $2,846.6 million under this program during the same period in 1953 
With M.S.P. (military) shipments excluded, exports during the first three quarters of 
1954 were vdlued at $9,276.8 million, or 2% above the comparable 1953 nine month total 
of $9,072.1 million. Imports during the first three quarters of 1954 were valued at $7,662.7 
million, and were at a level about 8% below the 1953 nine month total of $8,504.2 million 
[F.T. 900.]

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—INTERNATIONAL AIRPORTS 

Friday Harbor, Friday Harbor, Washington, is hereby designated as an international 
airport for civil aircraft and merchandise carried thereon arriving from places outside 
the United States, as detined in section 9 (b) of the Air Commerce Act of 1926 (49 U. S.C. 
ico (b)), effective on the date of publication of this Treasury decision in the Federal 
Kegister. 

The list of international airports in section 6.20 is 
name and location of this airport. 

Notice of the proposed designation of Friday Harbor as an international airport was 
published in the Federal Rewister of August 27, 1954 (19 FL R. 5490), pursuant to the 
provisions of the Administrative Procedure Act (5 U. S. Cc.

The designation of this airport is based on a determination that a sufficient need exists 
to justify such designation and is made for the purpose of providing for convenient 
compliance with customs requirements.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED TO PROVIDE FOR THE DOCUMEN- 
TATION OF FOREIGN MERCHANT VESSELS ACQUIRED UNDER THE ACT 
OF AUGUST 9, 1954

The Act of August 9%, 1954, gives to the Secretary of Commerce during the time of 
national emergency the authority to requisition, purchase, or charter foreign merchant 
vessels lying idle in United States waters. To provide for documentation of such vessels 
the Customs Regulations are amended by adding sections which follow. Similar pro- 
Visions were deleted by T.D. 53336 upon expiration of the Act of June 6, 1941, as extended. 


DOCUMENTATION OF VESSELS UNDER THE ACT OF AUGUST 9, 1954 

Authority: Sections 3.60 to 3.74, issued under the authority contained in section 3, 
Public Law 569, 83 Cong. 

3.60 Vessels entitled to documents—(a) Any vessel (except a vessel constructed 
under the provisions of the Merchant Marine Act, 1936, as amended), not documented 
under the laws of the United States, which is acquired by or made available to the 
Secretary of Commerce, may be documented under the Act of August 9, 1954." 


4 It is not necessary that the name °nd hailing port be marked prior to documentation on a vessel to 
be documented under sections 3.60-3.74 «f these reculations. 

A vessel may be documented under such sections although no certificate of inspection has been issued 
or filed with the collector. 

The master and watch officers of a vessel documented under such sections shall be citizens of the United 
States, except in those cases where that requirement °«f law is waived as provided for in section 3 (b) of the

(e) Any enrollment and license or license issued under the Act of August 9, 1954, 
shall be valid only so long as the permit issued to the vessel by the Secretary of Com- 
merce remains in force. 

(f) Any document issued under the Act of August 9, 1954, shall be surrendered 
at any time that such surrender may be ordered by the Commissioner of Customs. No 
vessel, the surrender of the documents of which has been so ordered, shall have, after 
the effective date specified in such order, the status of a vessel of the United States 
unless documented anew.

In order to provide for uniform customs treatment of articles produced in the 
insular possessions of the United States, except Puerto Rico, and brought into customs 
territory of the United States, and to conform to changes in law made by the Customs 
Simplication Act of 1954, the following amendments are made to the Customs Regula- 
tions:

Section 7.8 is amended to read as follows 

7.8 Insular possessions of the United States other than Puerto Rico.—(a) When 
articles coming directly into the United States from an insular possession, other than 
Puerto Rico, in a shipment valued over $25 are sought to be admitted free of duty 
under the provisions of section 301, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, relating to certain 
articles produced in such insular possessions," there shall be filed in connection with 
the entry a certificate of origin covering articles shipped from insular possessions 
(except Puerto Rico) to the United States, customs Form 3229, signed by the chier or 
assistant chief customs officer at the port of shipment,” showing that such merchandise 
is the growth or product of such possession, or manufactured or produced in such pos- 
session, from materials the growth, product, or manufacture of any such possession 
or of the United States, or of both, which do not contain foreign materials to the value 
of more than 50 per centum of their total value. Such certificate shall not be required 
for any shipment valued at $25 or less. [T.D. 53617.] 

(b) When articles coming directly into the United States from an insular possession, 
other than Puerto Rico, in a shipment valued over $25 are sought to be admitted free 
of duty under the provisions of section 301, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, relating 
to certain articles returned to the United States," there shall be filed in connection 
with the entry the following evidence: 

(1) A certificate, customs Form 4467, of the collector of customs at the port from 
which the merchandise was shipped from the United States, except that no such cer- 
tificate shall be required if the collector is satisfied by reason of the nature of the 
articles or otherwise that no drawback of duties or refund or remission of taxes was 
allowed on the merchandise by reason of such shipment. This certificate shall be issued 
on application of the importer, or of the collector at the importer’s request, and_shall 
be mailed by the issuing officer directly to the port at which it is to be used. If the 
merchandise was shipped from the port at which entry is made and the fact of ship- 
ment appears on the records of the customhouse, the fact of return shall be noted 
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on such record but the filing of the certificate on Form 4467 shall not be required.

or remission of taxes was allowed when the articles were shipped from the United 
States.

(c) When merchandise, excluding any shipments valued at $25 or less, arrives 
unaccompanied by a certificate of origin or a declaration of the shipper, or when any 
other document necessary to complete entry is lacking, a bond for the production 
thereof may be taken on customs Form 7551, 7553, or other appropriate form, except 
that a bond for production of a bill of lading shall be taken on customs Form 7581. 

(d) In determining whether an article produced or manufactured in any such 
insular possession contains foreign materials to the value of more than 50 per centum, 
a comparison shall be made between the actual purchase price of the foreign materials 
(excluding any material which at the time such article is entered, or withdrawn from 
warehouse, for consumption in the United States, may be imported into the United 
States from a foreign country, other than Cuba or the Philippine Republic, free of 
duty), plus the cost of transportation to such insular possession (but excluding duties 
and taxes, if any, assessed by the insular possession and any charges which may 
accrue after landing), and the final appraised value in the United States determined 
in accordance with section 402, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, of the article brought 
into the United States. 

(e) An invoice certified by the chief or assistant chief customs officer at the port 
of shipment in such insular possessions shall be required in connection with the entry 
of each shipment of dutiable merchandise valued over $500, except that no such invoice 
shall be required if the shipment would have been exempt under section 8.15 of these 
regulations from the requirement of a certified invoice if it had been imported from 
a foreign country, or when the merchandise is covered by a certificate of origin 
provided for in paragraph (a) of this section. 

(f) Merchandise may be withdrawn from bonded warehouse under section 557, 
Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, for shipment to the Virgin Islands, American Samoa, 
Wake Island, Midway Islands, Kingman Reef, or the Island of Guam without payment 
of duty, or with refund of duty if the duties have been paid thereon, in like manner 
as for exportation to foreign countries. No drawback may be allowed under section 
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313, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, on articles manufactured or produced in the 
United States and shipped to any insular possession. No drawback of internal-revenue 
tax is allowable under section 313 of the Tariff Act on articles manufactured or pro- 
duced in the United States with the use of domestiz tax-paid alcohol and shipped to 
Wake Island, Midway Islands, or Kingman Reef.

States at less than its fair value. If the determination is affirmative, he will advise 
the United States Tariff Commission accordingly. 

(b) If the Tariff Commission determines that there is, or is likely to be, the injury 
contemplated by the statute, the Commissioner of Customs, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, will make the finding contemplated by section 201 (a) of 
Antidumping Act, as amended, with respect to the involved merchandise. [T.D. 53613.]

Note.—In general Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been paid: supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 


excise tax has been paid.

To conform to changes effected by Public Law No. 694, S3rd Congress, approved 
August 28, 1954, amending section 305 (5) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, the 
following amendments of the Customs Regulations are made to permit the admission of 
ertain vehicles and craft for not over 90 days without formal entry or security f01 
their exportation, when brought in by nonre idents to take part in races or other specifi 
ontests for which no money purse ure awarded, 
. og 
oe 10.31 of the Customs Regulations is amended by redesignating paragraphs 
(b), Ce), (ad), and Ce) as ¢e), Cf), (&), and ¢h), respectively, and by inserting new para- 
xraphs (b), (e), and (da), to read as follows: 


(b) The collector, if he is satisfied as to the importer’s identity and good faith, 
may admit a vehicle or craft brought in by a nonresident to take part in a race or other 
specific contest for which no money purse is awarded, under the provisions of section 
808 (5), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, without formal entry or security for exporta- 
tion. In such cases the collector shall issue to the importer a certificate on customs 
Form 4447, which shall be delivered with the article covered thereby to the customs 
officer at the port of exit at the time of departure. If at the time of arrival it appears 
that the article is likely to remain in the United States beyond 90 days, formal entry 
and bond shall be taken. [T.D. 53610.] 


(c) When any article has been admitted without formal entry or security for ex- 
portation and the importer thereafter desires to prolong his stay beyond 90 days, an 
entry covering the article and security for its exportation shall be accepted at any port 
where the article may be presented for examination. Whenever an entry is substituted 
under the provisions of this paragraph for a certificate on customs Form 4447, the time 
during which the imported article may remain in the United States under the entry 
shall be computed from the date of original arrival in the United States and the article 
shall be appraised according to its value at the time of such arrival. [T.D. 53610.] 


(d) In the case of a foreign-owned automobile or motorcycle, the registration card 
therefor may be taken up in lieu of the issuance of customs Form 4447, if the owner 
so desires, provided the collector is satisfied that the article concerned will leave the 
United States via the same route within 90 days. [T.D. 53610.] 


The quotation of subdivision 5 cf section 308, as amended, appearing in footnote

vehicles and craft, and the usual equipment of the foregoing; all the foregoing which are brought 
temporarily into the United States by nonresidents for the purpose of taking part in races or other 
specific contests; and, in the case of vehicles and craft entered under this subdivision to take part in 
races or other specific contests for other than money purses, collectors of customs, under such regula- 
tions as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, may defer the exaction of a bond for not to 
exceed ninety days after the date of importation, but unless such vehicle or craft is exported or the 
bond is given within the period of such deferment, such vehicle or craft shall be subject to forfeiture. 

The foregoing amendments of section 10.31 contemplate the use of a revised customs 
Form 4447. The present supply of this form shall be used, appropriately modified, until 
such supply is exhausted and the revised form is issued. [T.D. 523610.] 


CUSTOMS PROCEDURES WITH RESPECT TO MERCHANDISE OF 
CHINESE OR KOREAN ORIGIN 


The Foreign Assets Control Regulations have been amended, effective October 7, 
1954, by deleting from the authorized trade territory, as defined in Section 500.322 of the 
Foreign Assets Control Regulations, those areas of Laos and Viet-Nam which are under 
Communist control. Insofar as customs personnel are concerned, the principal effect of 
this amendment is to make the restrictions of Section 500.24(a)(3) apply to merchandise 
therein specified if such merchandise is or has been located in or transported from or 
through the areas of Laos or Viet-Nam which are under Communist control. In other 
words, the merchandise specified in Section 500.204(a)(3) may not he imported into the 
United States without a license if it originated in or has moved through the Com- 
munist-controlled areas of what was formerly known as French Indo-China. Accordingly, 
these areas for the purposes of the Foreign Assets Control Regulations are to be 
regarded as part of the Soviet bloc. (C/L 2839—Supp. No. 91.) 


The Acting Director of Foreign Assets Control has advised this office that an investi- 
gation in Hong Kong has indicated that comprehensive certificates of origin with respect 
to water chestnuts shipped to the United States directly from Hong Kong may again 
be accepted as proof of Hong Kong origin of the merchandise. Accordingly, Bureau of 
Customs Circular Letter No. 2839, Supplement No. 8 of September 10, 1954. is hereby 
revoked. The revoked circular letter has been based on indications of fraud in Hong Kong. 


_Insofar as the Foreign Assets Control Regulations are concerned, water chestnuts 
which have been or may be shipped to the United States directly or on a through bill of 
lading from Hong Kong and covered by a comprehensive Hong Kone certificate of origin 
may now be released. (C/L 2839—Supp. No. 10.)

discharge of foreign cargo in the United States. . +0 

It is desirable for purposes of clarity to have the regulations set forth more definitely 
the conditions under which vessel bonds are required to be on file for residue foreign 
cargo for other domestic or foreign ports, in lieu of certain statements indicating 
merely that in some cases such bonds are on file. It is also desirable in the case of a 
vessel allowed to proceed with inward foreign cargo for optional ports on the opposite 
coast to include a requirement that upon the arrival of the vessel at the first port on the 
opposite coast the master upon entering his vessel shall file a manifest of all the inward 
foreign cargo remaining on board with the ports of actual intended discharge shown 

It is further desirable to eliminate the requirement that the agent of the importing 
vessel notify the collector at the port where the vessel first entered on its arrival in the 
United States as to the ports of actual intended discharge designated on arrival of the 
vessel on the opposite coast and to substitute therefor a requirement that an extra 
copy of customs Form 3221, Certificate on Vessel Proceeding to Another Port With 
Foreign Cargo, be furnished the collector at the first port on the opposite coast to permit 
him to notify the first port of entry on the first coast of arrival of the names of the 
ports of discharge designated on the opposite coast.

ABSTRACTS OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 
CLASSIFICATION 

(1) Waterproof cloth—Cloths of a kind which are not generally used in the manu- 
facture of articles which are designed to afford protection against water to the extent 
expected in raincoats, protective sheeting, dress shields, umbrella fabrics, and similar 
articles, even when such cloths possess water repelling characteristics, are not classifiable 
as Waterproof cloth within the meaning of paragraph 907, Tariff Act of 1930 Insofar as 
this decision results in the assessment of duty at a rate of duty higher than that which 
has heretofore been assessed under a uniform practice, it hall be applied only to mer 
chandise entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption after Jan, 24, 1955.

DICTAPHONES, FURFURAL & BLACK GRANITE 

Vublic Law 693, 83rd Congress, approved August 28, 1954, amended the Tariff Act 
of 1930 with respect to diectaphones and furfural, and provided for the free entry of 
certain blaek granite during a limited period. 

In view of the provisions of section 3 of Public Law 693, business dictating, record- 
ing, and transcribing machines of the kinds specified in section 1 of that Act which would 
have been classified under paragraph 1542 of the Tariff Act of 1930 but for the enact- 
ment of Public Law 693 shall hereafter be assessed with duty under paragraph 372 of 
the tariff act, as amended, at the rate of 15 percent ad valorem if products of any country 
whose products are entitled to reduced trade-agreement rates of duty, and at 30 percent 
ad valorem if products of any other country. If any machine specified in the amend- 
ment of paragraph 372, Tariff Act of 1930, made by section 1 of Public Law 693 is 
imported which would not have been classified under paragraph 1542 of the tariff act 
before the enactment of Public Law 693, the matter shall be reported to the Bureau 
with sufficient information to indicate how the machine would have been classified but 
for the enactment of Public Law 693, and classification of the machine shall be deferred 
pending the Bureau’s advice. 

The amendments made by sections 1, 2, and 3 of this statute shall be effective with 
respect to such articles entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption on or 
after September 28, 1954. The amendment made by section 5 shall be effective with 
respect to furfural entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption on or after 
August 28, 1954. The amendment made by section 6 shall be effective with respect to 
black granite entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption as specified in 
the statute prior to January 1, 1955. [T.D. 53641.] 


ABSOLUTE QUOTA—BARLEY AND BARLEY MALT 

A proclamation issued by the President on October 18, 1954, pursuant to the authority 
contained in section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amended (7 U. S. GC. 624), 
provides that the total quantity of barley, hulled and unhulled, including rolled barley 
and ground barley, and barley malt entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for con- 
sumption during the period from October 1, 1954, to September 30, 1955, both dates inclu- 
sive, shall not exceed 27,500,000 bushels, and that of this total permissible quantity not 
more than 27,225,000 bushels shall be imported from Canada and not more than 275,000 
bushels shall be imported from other foreign countries. 

For the purposes of the proclamation, 48 pounds of barley, hulled or unhulled, includ- 
ing rolled barley or ground barley, shall be considered equal to one bushel, and 34 pounds 
of barley malt shall be considered equal to one bushel 

Collectors of customs shall follow the instructions contained in Bureau Circular Letter 
No. 2898, dated October 18, 1954. (T.D. 53642, 


IMPORT OUOTAS AND FEES—ALMONDS AND FILBERTS 
A proclamation issued by the President on October 11, 1954, pursuant to the authority 
contained in section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amended (7 U. S. C. 624).

“ESCAPE CLAUSE” REPORT ON COCONUTS IN THE SHELL—The United States 
Tariff Commission has made public a report of its findings in “escape clause” investiga- 
tion No. 38, made under section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951, as 
amended, with respect to coconuts in the shell. 

The Commission found that there has been no increase in imports of coconuts in the 
shell, either actual or relative to domestic production, under the customs treatment 
reflecting trade agreements concessions involved. The Commission therefore terminated 
the investigation, inasmuch as a finding of injury or threat of injury under section 7 of 
ithe Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951, as amended, cannot be made in the absence 
of a showing of increased imports, actual or relative. In the circumstances, there was 
no occasion for the Commission to make any recommendation to the President for the 
withdrawal or modification of the trade agreements concessions applicable to coconuts 
in the shell
